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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. The prior art of record fails to teach a circuit for use in a respirator delivering gas 
to the pulmonary tract of a patient during inspiration, said circuit having an operating 
point comprising a piezoresistive pressure transducer responsive to the breath of said 
patient and generating a signal in response thereto; a differential amplifier being 
responsive to said signal; an initialization circuit coupled to the output of said differential 
amplifier, said initialization circuit having an output, wherein said initialization circuit 
becomes operative for a predetermined time period when power is applied to said 
apparatus, said initialization circuit causing said apparatus to be at said operating point 
at the end of said predetermined period; a voltage comparator having an output and first 
and second inputs, said first and second inputs being coupled to the output of said 
differential amplifier; and a delayed negative feedback circuit coupled to the output of 
said initialization circuit and having an output; the output of said delayed negative 
feedback circuit being coupled to said differential amplifier.
